Orviwing '^fmr Seventh Tisara <m a Murdered 
Mun*s Grave. 


Every year, at about the time wheat 
begins to ripen in the Genesee Valley, 
a;plant which grows a short distance 
from the road, at a spot midway be- 
tween Caledonia and Avon, begins to 
bud, and when the wheat is being cut, 
the bads have opened into light pur- 
ple, wax-like flowers. The plant has 
three stalks, and, although they have 
grown, bloomed, and gone to seed for 
seventy years, not another plant of the 
kind has ever appeared, elsewhere in 
»11 this region, nor was the species 
ever seen here before the mysterious 
appearance of these three s'alks, in the 
summer of 1815. 
But for them it is 
iskore than likely that the story of an 
old-time tragedy in the Genesee Val- 
ley would long ago have been forgot- 
ten. 


The road by the side of which this 
strange plant grows is one of the old 
State roads, and in 1814 it was the great 
thoroughfare through this valley for 
travel and trade between the lakes »nd 
the East, and detachments of troops 
were constantly past<ing to and fro 
along the road. 
One Sunday in Octo- 
oer, 1814, a numboi- of American sol- 
diers were on their way from Butialo to 
Sackett's Harbor. 
The day before had 
been pay-day, and there was more or 
less hilarity among the soldiera 
This 
was especially noticed by the residents 
of the vicinity when the troops camped 
for dinner in the grove near Sylvester 
Hosmer's farm-house, midway between 
this village and Avon. 
The soldiers 
made very merry, Jind two of them had 
used their canteens so freely that when 
the body of troops moved on they were 
left behind to recuperate. 


About 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon 
Mrs. Hosmer heard the report of a gun. 
It came from the direction of the camp. 
In those days the sound of tiro-arms 
was a common thing to hear, even on 
Sunday, and no attention wa^ paid to 
that particular shot 
At dusk that 
evening tlie desertpd camp was visited 
by a member of the Hosmer family,and 
lying near the still smouldering camp- 
fii e he discovered the deady body of a 
soldier half concealed iu a clump of 
bushes. 
There was a bullet hole in 
the dead man's temple. 
All the sur- 
rounding circumstances showed plainly 
that the soldier had lieon murdered 
and robbed. 
Wor«l was at once sent to 
the commanding officer of the depart- 
ment, and a roll-call of his company 
showed that privates John Alexander 
and WilliaHi Coinut were missing. The 
dead man was private John Alexander. 
Comut was cai)tured, and as he had 
nearly twice the amount of his own 
pay on his own person, he was iield as 
Alexander's murderer 
lie was tried, 
convicted, and hung. 
The murdered 
man was buried near the roadsiile, u 
short distance from the scene of the 
minder. 
The no.\t spring a strangii 
plant of one stalk was found growing 
on his grave, and the following year 
two other «talks of the same kind 
sprang up a foot or two from the first 
ono. 
As their like had never been 
Koen in the valley, there was much 
speculation as to what tliey 
wore. 
'I'lioy never spread beyond the surface 
of the grave. 
Alexander was from the 
vicjnity of New Haven, Conn. 
In the 
snnimer of 1^17, the Hon. George W. 
Clinton, of iJuiTalo, was in that local- 
ity. 
lie had often wondered what the 
strange plant on 
Alexander's grave 
was, and on his visit to ConnecticJit he 
found it growing in profusion about 
the dead soldier's native place. 
It was 
known there as "False Groniwell." How 
it came to grow on the murdered man's 
fcrave is a mystery which has never 
beoji solved—a mystery, howover,which 
is no deeper than the one which sur- 
rounds the fact that the plant has taken 
root nowhere else in the Genesee coun-

TOUCHEO BY A SP AUK. 


The Double Itesideuce of Oeor^re 
Walburtoii and K. <J. Ross 
Shattered by Lij^htiiiiig:. 
The luniates Stricken 
Down. 


The approach of the rain storm, last 
evening, was heralded by a terrific light, 
ning flash. The air was heavy with 
electricity, and when the thunderbolt 
came, at 6 o'clock, it circled the city 
quicker than thought and crashed into 
the double residence of George Walbur- 
ton and R. C. Ross, on Wells street. 
The house is owned by Nic Benz, a 
Washington township farmer. It is a 
double frame dwelling, stoutly con- 
structed. 


The flash evidently hit the chimney 
and 
entered the upper and lower 
middle 
rooms of Mr. Walburton's 
residence, through 
the stove 
pipe 
holes. 
On the north side of the 
house, the windows were cracked into 
bite, the shutters were flung twenty feet 
from their holdings and the weatherboards 
plucked from the wookwork like chaff. 
Inside all was disorder and ruin. Mrs. 
Walburton and her little child were alone 
at the time. The spark dislodged the 
plaster above and about her; raised the 
carpet and split the heavy floor into 
splinters. The beds were flung about 
and the iron and steel snatxjhed from 
everything in the house. Mrs. Walbur- 
ton was stricken senseless. A stocking 
and slipper were torn from her right 
foot, but other than this and the shock, 
the lady was uninjured. Her little babe 
escaped entirely and both were carried 
from the scene of ruin by kind neigh- 
bors, foremost of whom was Lieut. 
Frank Wilkinson. 
Mr. Walburton, who 
is a machinist at the Muncie shops, was 
hastily summoned. 


At the residence of Mr. Ross the 
damage was not so great. 
The 
upper middle bed room was in great 
disorder. The bolt burned the springs 
under a bed, ran into a back room and 
prostrated Mr. Ross' daughter. She ran 
to the room below to find it heaped with 
plastering and debris. The sodder on a 
bird cage was melted and a pretty can- 
ary bird liberated unharmed. 
Mrs. 
Ross and others of her family were mo- 
mentairily shocked, but all are thankful 
their fate was not death. 
Mr. Ross is 
yardmaster for the Lake Shore Road. 


The residence is almost a complete 
wreck and will have to be reconstructed. 
The heaviest interior woodwork is in 
bite and the whole foundation of the 
structure is disturbed. A cable clothes- 
wire runs from the stable to the house, 
and it was believed this conducted the 
spark to the ill fated dwellng, but the 
theory could not be established.

was no lightning rod on the house and 
the fact, no doubt, will serve as a boom 
for the electric conductors.

Tlie Greatest Encampment in the 
History of Northern Indiana 
at an End—The Festivities 
and Proceedings Since 
Saturday in Detail. 


The parade received extended notice 
in T H E SBNNINBL Saturday, and save 
to note the fact that Captain Hugh M. 
Diehl led the long line, and Congress- 
man Robert Lowry, Mayor Charles F. 
Muhler and Hon. F. P. Randall occu- 
pied open carriages, the festivities of 
that day can be assigned to the past. 


The old vets. Grand Army men, were 
addressed Saturday evening by Grand 
Commander Burdette in a speech of au 
hour's duration. He spoke of the at- 
tempte of European monarchiste to estab- 
lish an empire on this continent, but 
thanked God is had failed. He called 
this attempt an assassin's stab, and sum- 
moned the outeide world to notice how 
high the G. A. R. men held their heads 
and the reasons they had for doing so. 
"That we live," said he, "in the 
grandest country the sun ever shone on 
—a land of peace and plenty. Our land 
contains everything necessary to happi- 
ness and universal liberty. Beyond our 
borders, where is the land or people 
who can 
say this? 
Who 
made 
it 
so? On whose 
shoulders reste 
the 
responsibility 
of 
this 
fact— 
whose blood watered the crop that has 
sprung from these battle fields? Twenty- 
four years ago we went to those fields 
and remained there till treason was dead. 
There are but a handful of us remaining. 
Death has claimed a great many of our 
late comrades, therefore, comrades, hold 
your heads high." 


After a selection had been played by 
the Jackson baud. Gen, Wm. Gibson, of 
Tiffin, O., was introduced and entertain- 
ed the boys with army reminiscenses for 
upwards an hour; calling forth enthusi- 
astic applause by his witticisms and an- 
ecdotes. 


General Prentiss' lecture was listened 
to with marked attention last night and 
was descriptive of Shiloh. Many prom- 
inent people were on the stage. 


THE BATTLE OF SMIIOH. 


Although the skies threatened rain all 
day and up to the hour of the battle a 
steady stream of people poured into the 
city on all the railroads. 
No such 
throng ever struck town and competent 
judges say that it was the biggest crowd 
that ever assembled in the city. The 
crowd at the fair grounds was estimated 
at from 25,000 to 30,000 people, in fact, 
some men used bigger figures tiian 
these. At 1:30 the "union" and "con- 
federate" forces were in battle array. 
The old warriors were enthused and can- 
nons faced each other as fiercely as they 
did at bloody Shiloh, The troops were 
stationed to imitate their positions on 
that memorable occasion. 
Gen. Reub 
Williams, a soldieily gentleman, com- 
manded the union forces with the dash 
and brilliancy of a Sheridan, while the 
gallant 
Colonel 
Briant 
was chief- 
tain of the confederates. 
Members 
of theu- staff rode with them aud flashed 
here and there with orders from their 
commanders. The cannons boomed, the 
gattling gun cracked as if it longed to 
tear a line to pieces, and the veterans 
fired blank cartridges at each other. 
The fight was spirited for an hour or 
more and closed for want of ammunition. 


It was a pretty scene, aud all were 
pleasetl with the picture of the famous 
tight at Shiloh. 


NOTES. 


During tlie afternoon the foot bridge 
way freely patronized. 


Lieut. Gov. Manson w.is given a royal 
reception at the camp by his old com- 
rades. 


The number of tente in the militia 
camp are 265, holding au average of 
eight men, making a total of 2,120 mili- 
tiamen. 


Total registration at association head- 
quarters amounte to 5,400. This return 
is made by the clerks, Messrs. Con SLu- 
ler, Joe Williams and Charles S. Kim- 
ball. 


The total number of G. A. R. men in 
camp is 2,745, vouched for by Adj'tGen. 
Scott Cole. 
There are 29 Mexican 
veterans not included in the above 
figures. 


On Saturday evening, an old soldier, 
whilst preventing a pickpocket from 
taking a lady's watch, was hit with a 
slung shot by his confederates and 
robbed of his purse.. 


Mr. Con Shuler, one of tho clerks at 
the association headquarters, has sold 
his handsome mare to Frank Judy, fore- 
man of the Pacific blacksmith shop. 
Mr. Shuler will shortly go to Kentucky 
to purchase another fine horse. 


Mr. W. W. Rockhiil was the only 
gentlemen to extend favors to the press 
to-day. He gave complimentary tickete. 
to the grand stand and reserved a stand 
for the reporters. The encampment peo- 
ple issued no free tickete. 


A telegram to Mr. P. J. Fallon, from 
Flymonth, Mich., this morning says Col. 
C. A. ZoUiDger is much better but not 
able to attend the close of the encamp- 
ment, where he was to command the 
union forces in the battle of Shiloh .to- 
day. 


At 5 p. m., during the dress parade, 
tkexe wece, by raagh. eatimaie» fully, tea 


thousand people on the gronnds. The 
rain interfered with the review and 
parade of the veterans, causing them to 
break ranks and seek shelter at the 
double quick. 


The uniformed Catholic Knighte, a 
fine body of men, escorted the Emmet 
Rifles to the Cathedral yesterday. The 
Jackson band headed the procession and 
at the church Rt. Rev. Bishop Rade- 
macher said pontifical high mass and 
Very Rev. Father Beammer preached a 
splendid sermon. 


Guards were stationed this morning at 
7 o'clock at Garden street and no vehi- 
cles wore allowed to pass. At 8:30 a. m. 
seats were being taken in the grand 
stand by persons who were bound to be 
on time. Tente were struck and camp 
broken at a. m. to prepare for the sham 
battle. 


An attempt at pocketpicking was made 
about 4 p. m., yesterday, in the G. A. 
R. camp. The "operator" was caught 
and introduced to the pedal extremities 
of several of the old -'dust beaters" and 
could by this time tell the dynamic force 
of each soldier with probably more cor- 
rectness than the scale on the grounds. 


The sanitary condition of the camp is 
in a frightful state, proper care not hav- 
ing been taken in establishing sinks. A 
purification of chloride of lime is badly 
needed. Should the present condition 
of affairs prevail for another week, a 
pestilence would surely break out. Nu- 
merous cases of cholera morbus and 
chronic diarrhœa were reported and re- 
heved at surgeons' headtiuarters. 


The occasion of the cannonading last 
night was the capture of the Butler bat- 
tery by the G. A. R. csunp, after con- 
siderable trouble. About 400 men were 
raised in the mihtia camp to undertake 
their recapture. The result was the cap- 
ture and confiscation of the militia ac- 
coutremente. 
Four guns and about sixty 
prisoners were captured by the G. A. R. 
boys, but were subsequently released on 
parade and promise of "better behavior." 


Lew Dailey post No. 33, department 
of Indiana, located at Bluffton,and con- 
sisting of 180 men under command o^ 
Post Commander Stegkamper, arrived 
on Saturday too late for notice in our 
afternoon's issue. They are a fine body 
of men, and were headed by Plessinger's 
martial band, by far the beet sheep skin 
band on the grounds. The post occupied 
a large circular tent close to the stand. 
Yesterday afternoon the band were re- 
galing the veterans with music from the 
stand. The little drummer boys, Adam 
C raig and Gussie Plessinger, fully hold 
their own against the Champion Pless- 
inger. For smooth, even fife playing 
commend us to Comrade Harrison Craig. 
The Bluffton "boys" are all enjoying 
their camp life.
